1 . This action is responding to application RCE filed 10/13/2006. 

2. Claims 1,11,12, and 18 are independent and allowed. Claims 2, 19, 28-39 are 
canceled. Claims 1, 3 - 18, 20 - 27 are pending. 

3. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for patentability and/or 
confirmation of the claims found patentable in this reexamination proceeding. 

The current prior art discloses a telecommunications network device with a 
common command capability to register, input, and process commands using a local 
user interface, an interactive web interface, and a command line interface. Current prior 
art also discloses a network communications device that can register and process 
commands utilizing a local user interface, a web browser interface, and a command line 
interface. 

However, the current prior art does not specifically disclose, wherein the 
common command interface allows the network device application to have one set of 
code to process a command that is input utilizing any of the command interfaces. 

So as indicated by the above statements, Applicant's arguments have been 
considered persuasive, in light of the set of claims with limitations as well as the 
enabling portions of the specification. The dependent claims further limit the 
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independent claims and are considered allowable on the same basis as the 
independent claims as well as for the further limitations set forth.
